There is, of course, no doubt on the

Gentle Irony 


Professor O'Rahilly, had he wished, 
might have produced a devastating 
volume, composed solely of contradic- 
tory quotations in appropriate juxta- 
sition, from economists, chairmen of 
3 Chancellors of the Exchequer, 
etc., but his book is very far from 
being merely an attack on wooden 
orthodoxy. The note of gentle 
irony is struck often enough 
to stimulate, but the hook is a lucid, 


primitive barter to the operations of 
the joint stock banks. 

Irish readers will, naturally, be 
interested in what he has to say on 
his subject as it affects this country, 
and they will not be disappointed. 

He deals faithfully and sometimes 
pungently with the policy which in the 
past has earned applause from meetings 
of bank shareholders and metaphorical 
groans from the rest of the community, 
He is a trenchant critic of the arrange. 
ments whereby the Irish pound is pay- 
able on demand in London, and points 
out that, since our currency is, in fact, 
sterling, our balances have flowed to 
London and never flowed back again, 
and that as a result Ireland always 
was, and still is, short of credit and 
deficient in purchasing power. 

His remedy for this state of affairs 
is the establishment of a central bank 
under Government control.

HE spectacle of a democracy at 
5 war draws forth at once both our 
reluctant admiration and con- 
siderable amazement. The contrast 
between national unity in the face of a 
foreign foe and pre-war disagreements 
in the face of serious economic and 
other disorders in the body politic at 
home is always most striking. 

Too often the slow but sure methods 
of achieving democratic consent are 
quite unfitted to the technique of 
modern warfare, there is an intervening 
period marked by confusion of thought 
and much misguided and misdirected 
activity. This is an essential con- 
comitant of the democratic processes of 
thought, and the strength of a 
democracy is shown, not in the capacity 
of an individual leader, but in the 
ability of the great mass of the people 
to comprehend the issues involved, to 
furmulate broad principles of policy, 
and to enforce their viewpoint on their 
appointed leaders. ; 

A magnificent example of this 
development of democratic thought has 
been given to us by the United States, 
where the Lease and Lend Bill was 
passed, not at the dictate of President 
Roosevelt, but at the demand of the 
overwhelming majority of the American 
people, the President keeping himself 
in the background at the important 
psychological moment. 

But if we admire the new-found 
national unity which must be based on 
full and free information, we are also 
amazed at the fumbling and blundering 
which occurs in the early stages of re- 
orientation. 

The democracy which, realising its 
errors, can publicly avow them, rmit 
public discussion and widespread criti- 
cisní, is by no means a decadent demo- 
cracy. It is, in fact, proudly living up to 


Rats,“ by the Pied Piper, is chiefly 
concerned with big business.

VENTS which change the direction 
of a * 5 thought are bound 
as ot right to be reflected in the 

work of the people's poets, whose 
tongues are the unconscious servant of 
the nation. The poets reflect i 
every phase of a civilisation, thoug 
they may not be at any time aware of 
that refléction; in their songs they will 
echo history as it grows. ‘The poets of 
the 16th and 17th centuries did not aim 
to express their age, they did not 
attempt to reflect the changing world 
about them, yet when they are most 
poets they are most typical of their 
time. 

Events shape poets just as poets may 
sometimes shape events so that their 
very vocabulary may be revolutionised 
because of a social revolution: going on 
about them. Though they may never 
refer to it, and often-a war outside the 
door finds no direct reference in their 
work, the emotion of the people must find 
reflection in their minds To the reader 
coming to their work long after even 
i most personal lyrics of love or 
Yatred’ will chart the graph of a 
country’s decline or arewth. 

In an intensely self-conscious and 
intellectual period such as preceded 
the present war, the poets of a nation 
are acutely sensitive to the problems 
of the age, they try consciously 
to express these problems, and even 
to solve them—they write 3 
propagandist verse, intended to in- 
fluence the people or their represen- 
tatives, they divert their energy into

the pamphlet and the platform. In 
this they are symptomatic of the 
attitude of the nation; in the chaotic 
and complex period before a war their 
work is chaotic and complex, when 
the simplicity oí force has given direc- 
tion to the people’s mind their verse 
becomes simple and direct. 


SUPERFICIAL INFLUENCE 


The past twenty-five years geen 
the most radical change in the tech- 
nique and direction of poetry, and the 
most, complete divorce between the 
poetry of England and Ireland. What- 
ever the superficial influence exercised 
on the growing mind cf the 
young poet, it is essentially an artificial 
influence, since it originates in circum- 
stances peculiar to another civilisation, 
and in effect to another time. The 
more complex the situation, the more 
complex its verse, so the diction and 
method necessary to express the metro- 
politan complexity of England is 
undesirable in a country where the 
issues are relatively clear and unequi- 
vocal. 

In England for the past twenty-five 
years there has been that intensely

Our wars find little specific 
reference in their poems, they are little 
concerned with social problems, yet no 
word would have been written in quite 
the same way had those wars not 
been waged, just as no writer of to- 
day is unaffected by the work of Joyce. 
Even those who have never opened his 
Philosophers Tomes use a transmuted 
vocabulary because he wrote. 

Had the writers of 1916 never 


would have a different literature to- 
day. Houses would be standing that 
are burned. Friends would be alive 
who would have influenced form; 
hands would never have held a gun 
that are now calloused from its use. 
But who can say what we would have 
instead? Would our literature be a 
provincial literature, the heir apparent 
of the Celtic Twilight? Some facts 
are certain. There would be less of 
that work which is dependant on an 
Irish original. There would he less 
certainty and independence of state- 
ment. There would be less Con- 
tinental and American and more 
English influence on our work. There 
would be no Irish column in the Trish 
Times. 

Many of our writers would be as 
they were in the years before 1916 the 
servants of freedom; there would be 
more political writing and intriguing, 
because there would be a country still 
to rouse; more idealism because the 
unbelief and cynicism which are the 
aftermath of revolution would never 
have embittered the people; more 
rhetoric, since freedom is a wordy 
mistress. 


The Ifs of. History are sterile 
imaginings, but if the leaders of 1916 
had not thrown pen and paper, poems 
and all into one grave the poetry of 
to-day would be a dry and withered 
thing, whose roots were in the 19th 
century, or an 4rtificial outcropping 
of the Faber Book of Modern Verse. 
They are the greatest influence on the 
poet of to-day, not in the poetry of 
words, but of actions. 

The closer a literature is brought to 
our eyes the more myopic we become— 
who has not shuddered at some of the 
later pages of the ‘‘Oxford Book of 
English Verse?“ So it is no simple 
task to evaluate the poetry of the 
last quarter-century. Yeats to our 
eyes overtops the age, but before the 
newest generation of poets has died 
it may be that he will have fallen into 
the sombre neglect which has covered 
so many mighty figures from sight. 
The critic of the ’90’s may date our 
charter of poetic freedom from an 
Easter Monday, or perhaps they will 
put it as far back as the last fin de 
siecle when the previous generation of 
poets: was coming into power. What- 
ever date these clear-sighted grand- 
sons of ours may choose, there is 
little doubt that they will see in the 
root and bud and flower of our verse 
the same compulsion which set those 
poets. of 1916 to writing their poetry 
and history on the charred walls of 


A Prophet at Home. By Douglas

NE does not want to criticise 
O Mr. Douglas Reed's new book, 

the third of the trilogy whose 
first two members were Insanity 
Fair and Disgrace Abounding. 
One wants to sit down and write 
another book ‘like it. That, at least, 
is the reaction of an Irish reviewer, 
who perceives in his own country so 
many instances of the sloth, the con- 
servatism, the lack of vision, the 
ostrich mentality that Mr. Reed casti- 
gates in his loved England. i 

Irish writers have written with 
bitterness about Ireland. Ireland 
generally has answered them by ban- 
ning their books, and by counter- 
attacking the authors from pulpit, plat- 
form, and Press with a ferocity that 
has betrayed an uneasy consciousness 
that the authors in question are 
probably right after all. The English 
do not do that sort of yang ey 
take a castigation very well. Their 
so-called sense of humour—on which, 
by the way, Mr. Reed has quite a lot to 
say—swings into action, They treat the 
poor, misguided wretch with amused 
tolerance. They may buy his book and 
suffer in silence, but they would not 
admit it. 

Unfortunately, the technique of both 
nations comes to the same thing in the 
end. The reformer does not get his 
reform across. We Irish come 
angry; the English laugh; but in both 
lands the abuses which the author 
castigated remain unchanged, to

„A Prophet at Home is full of 
noble fury. Douglas Reed watched 
his country drifting to war, when, as 
he believes, the drift could have been 
arrested.

General Simovitch, who has been charged 
by the King with the conduct of affairs, in 
a soldier who never has been identified 
particularly with any political party. He 
has formed a Cabinet representative of all 
shades of opinion in Yugoslavia, and even 
has included Dr. Matchek, the veteran 
leader of the Croats, who retains the 
position that he cccupied under Monsieur 
Tsvetkovitch. There seems to be no doubt 
at all that the change of Government 3 
exceedingly popular throughout the 
country. Fervid demonstrations of loyalty 
parts of the 
The streets of Belgrade and 
other cities were packed throughout 
Thursday , with cheering crowds; and, 
although everything seems to have been 
carried out with unexpected order, certain 
students overstepped the bounds in places. 
For example, they set fire to the head- 
quarters of the German Tourist Associa- 
tion in Belgrade ; and a spokesman of the 
Wilhelmstrasse announced yesterday that 
a protest had been lodged in Belgrade 
against “anti-German excesses, positive 
news of which had been received in Berlin. 
There seem also to have been demonstra- 
tions against the Italians, against whom 
the Yugoslavs have had a bitter grievance 
since the forcible seizure of Fiume by 
Gabriele d’Annunzio; but Rome, like 
Berlin, has taker up an attitude of 
extreme caution. The reason for the over- 
throw of the Tsvetkovitch Government 
leaps to the eye; yet so far there has 
been no official statement on the matter. 
The people of Yugoslavia objected to the 
signature of the Tripartite pact.. They 
were supported in their protests by the 
army, which always has represented the 
popular point of view among the Serbs; 
and the arrest of the former Premier was 
as clear an indication of General 
Simovitch’s attitude as any pronuncia- 
miento could be. 

One of the new Government's first steps 
was to allow it to be understood that the 
change of administration was a matter of 
purely domestic concern, without any 
direct bearing on foreign policy. Accord- 
ing to well-informed reports from 
Belgrade, some of the Serbian Ministers 
were in favour of an immediate and 
formal denunciation of the Tripartite 
Pact; but Dr. “Satchek, who is an astute 
politician as well as a passicnat-' ly loyal 
Croat, objected to this proposal. His 
argument was that, in the case of 
invasion, the Croats would be required to 
bear the brunt of the attack, and he 
counselled a policy of more or less 
masterly inactivity, leaving the Germans 
and Italians to make the first move. It 


at the Orthodox 


Yugoslavia proposed to return to her 
former policy of absolute neutrality ; but, 
evidently, the new Government does not 
propose. at the moment to make any 
positive move in respect of the Tripartite 
Pact. Germany's attitude seems to be 
logical enough. According to Berlin 
spokesmen, a treaty was signed by the 
Yugoslav Government in Vienna, and the 
fact that a new Government has come to 
power in Belgrade affects in no way the 
validity of that instrument. For that 
reason. no special representations have 
been made in Belgrade by the German 
Government. According to Yugoslav 
authorities in London, on the other hand, 
no international instrument can be bind- 
ing upon Yugoslavia until it has been 
ratified by both Houses of the national 
Parliament. Which, if either, point of 
view is correct is a question for the inter- 
national jurists to decide. Actually, it is 
a matter of no importance. Nobody in 
Europe to-day cares two. straws about 
international law. Every ‘‘law’’ that 
ever was drafted has been violated a score 
of times during the past few years, and | 
the only thing that seems to matter now 
is reality. The truth is that Yugoslavia, 
in fact. if not by law, has repudiated the 
action of those Ministers who went to 
Vienns at the beginning of the present 
week. The vital question now is: what 
wiil Germany and Italy do about it? The 
Yugoslavs are prepared to defend their 
independence in arms. Monsieur Ninchitch, 
the new Foreign Minister, who has been 
out of active politics for some years, is 
an old friend of France and Great Britain, 
who was prominent during the last war.

The result of 
this week's contest in North Down, which 
Alderman Thomas Bailie, the Independent 
Unionist candidate, has won by a majority 
of over 1,000 votes—out of a total poll 
of some ‘11,000—over his official Unionist 
opponent, Major Robert Workman,’ has 
come as a surprise to most people; and 
the surprise is greater because North Down 
always has: been conspicuously loyal to 
the late Viscount Craigavon and his circle. 
To be sure, people on this side of the 


independent Unionists are merely 
Tweedledum and Tweedledee ; scratch one, 
they say, and you find the other: That 
is true, no doubt: on matters funda- 
riental to Northern Ireland, such as the 
question of reunion with the twenty-six 
counties, the Unionists of both vintages 
are equally implacable. Nevertheless, a 
difference exists, though it was more con- 
spicuous before the war than it is to-day. 
There can be no question that the 2l-year- 
old Governnient at Stormont has been a 
source of discontent to thousands of 
Unionist voters. It has been just a little 
too conservative, just a little too steadfast, 
just a little—dare the word be used too 
loyal.“ Many of its supporters would 
have been pleased to see some indication, 
however faint, of a desire for rapproche- 
ment with the twenty-six counties—even 
some expression of good-will that should 
go beyond the chilly phrases of conven- 
tion—but no such indication or expression 
ever has made itself. manifest. It is not, 
however, the Northern Government’s un- 
yielding hostility to the rest of Ireland 
that has been the chief cause of its 
unpopularity. There are two more serious 
charges against it. In the first place, it 
has not been a worthy champion of 
Northern Ireland vis-a-vis Great Britain. 
The province’s financial relations with 


| Whitehall have been always unsatisfac- 


tory, from the Northern point of view; 
and to-day the cry is raised, with a great 
deal of justice, that the six counties are 
not getting their due share of war work, 
and that, while formerly impoverished 
areas in England, Wales and Scotland are 
humming with new industry, the North 
remains in a depressed condition. 
Under Mr. Andrews’s new leadership the 
Government seems to have taken an 
interest in this problem and Sir Basil 
Brooke is pleading the six counties’ case 
in London. The second charge against the 
Northern Government 1s that it has waxed 
fat and complacent. It can do, or can 
omit to do, whatever it pleases; and all 
criticism is answered with the plea: “ You 
must not criticise us, because you thereby 
will weaken the Unionist- cause, and. our 
enem.es across the border will seize the 
opportunity to incorporate you in a Dublin 
Parliament.”

Potatoes 


Some time ago an article appeared in 
this newspaper commenting upon the many 
attractive forms in which potatoes can be 
prepared for the table. The threat of a 
wheat skortage, in particular, has made 
many good housewives put on their 
thinking caps to discover what substitutes 
are available, and, as the country 
produces more potatoes than any other 
kind: of vegetable food, the potato, 
naturally, is the first possible substitute 
that comes into their heads. Lespite all 
the derogatory remarks that have been 
made during the last decade or so about 
“starchy foods —and potatoes were 
allotted a greater share of the abuse than 
any other farinaceous item in the diet— 
most people had a sneaking feeling deep 
down that the old-fashioned potato, on 
which their parents and their grand- 
parents before them had seemed to flourish 
so robustly, was not quite such rubbish as 
many of the new-fashioned dieticians were 
describing it. It had become the victim of 
a fad; yet, despite instinct and common- 
sense, it took a European war to make the 
majority of the inhabitants of these islands 
realise that the potato was not just food 
for pigs, but a highly nutritious food for 
human beings as well. There is no shortage 
of potatoes either in Great Britain or in 
Ireland. We have not the figures of pro 
duction across the Channel, but Mr. de 
Valera told the Dail recently that the 
Irish crop in 1940 amounted approximately 
to 5,119,500 tons. Most of us are used to 
potatoes in three forms—boiled, mashed or 
chipped; and a few of the more discerning 
eat them baked in their jacket#—but recent 
letters which have appeared in the news- 
papers have shown that there are house 
wives in Ireland who can serve them up in 
nearly a dozen different forms and 
disguises. It seemed a record not likely 
to be surpassed, but a special correspondent 


of The Times now tells how he lunched 


at the Ministry of Food in London the 
other day, when a large party of 
politicians, journalists and distinguished 
people sat down to a meal of fifteen dishes. 


There seems to have been every course from 


soup to savoury. The dishes all had 
attractive names—like Jack-in-the-Box,

"| TH remarks of Mr. Churchill yes 26 

day regarding the future of British 
politics will be given much attention, 
since they clearly demonstrate an inten- 
tion to carry on with a National Govérn- 
‘ment during a period of reconstruction 
which must be faced in the days to come. 
The Conservative Party gave up all that 
it could, and ia prepared to continue with 
its sacrifice, but it calls for’ cooperation 
and cohesion by the other great parties. 


It is true that Liberalism counts for but 


little at present, but it may recover in 
ime, when its services will again be 
valuable to the State. The Labour Party 
is in a different position, however, and 
already split into section. and when 
the time comes for a general clection it 
will be impossible tog forecast its future. 
This suggests that Mr. Churchill is correct 
in calling for a continuation of the 
present form of government as long as it 
is deemed necessary. 


King Peter of Yugoslavia 


King Alexander, who was assassinated in 
France somé years ago, lives in a country 
cottage in England. The young King 
Peter also received his earlier educati n in 
England, and had a Scottish governess 
and an English nurse. Since he succeeded 
his father his studies have been super- 
vised by an English tutor, the result being 
that he speaks English perfectly, and has 
a love of British sports. His two young 
brothers are being educated here now. It 
is overlooked by many people that King 
Peter is a descendant of Queen Victoria, 
being her great-great-grandson, and a 
godson of the King. In taking the: royal 
power into his own hands the young King 
may be enabled to keep his country 
neutral in the war, though this 
is regarded as doubtful in Yugoslavian 
circles here. 


Registration of Women 


The primary purpose of the registration 
of women in Britain is to obtain accurate 
details as to the number who may 
regarded as available for war-work.

Registration is the only means of ascertain- 
ing with any degree of accuracy the 
number who may be considered as eligible 


for war-work or for transfer from one 


occupation to another more directly con- 
nected with the British war effort. 


A Railways Problem 


The greatest traffic problem of to-day, 

so far as the railways are concerned, is 
that of the quick turning round of railway 
trucks, and where there are shortages of 
coal and other goods it has been found 
that these are due to lack of transport, 
A railway truck spends on an average 
one-third of its time travelling from one 
centre to another, and the remaining two- 
thirds in being loaded or unloaded, and 
it is maintained by authorities that, by 
shortening the latter periods, thousands 
of trucks could be giving a better service. 
That such is not the case appears to be 
‘due to the lack of workers in some degree, 
but mainly because there is no scientifi- 
arrangement whereby individual firms and 
the people responsible for loading co- 
operate. This is a matter which may be 
remedied in the near future, since it is 
now appreciated that it is important. 


Chinese Matches 


Trade between Britain and Japan has 
fallen off during the past few months, but 
this is not the case with China, and 
commercial transactions with Britain are 
still being maintained, despite shipping 
difficulties. It is understood that exports 
from Britain, especially materials for the 
improvement of railway transport. are on 
quite a good scale, while in turn China 
is exporting, to Britain a variety of goods 
not previously sent here. These are of 
good quality, and include matches of the 
safety kind, but rather smaller than used 
here. The cases in which they are shipped 
are of strong wood with a zinc lining, so 
that they are damp-proof and arrive in 
good condition. These. matches are pro- 
duced. by Unitéd States-companies, and 
the trade may develop sufficiently to maka 
good the supplies which in former days 
came from Scandinavia and Belgium.

Plots are Popular 


If the City Manager and other public- 
spirited citizens complain with reason of 
the anti-sociai action of certain owners of 
land who will not give lettings for cultiva- 
tion, no charge of this kind lies against 
the Dublin Corporation itself. i 

And from what I hear no hint of delay 
or of unnecessary red-tape on the 
Corporation’s part would be justified. 

In several of the Corporation housing 
areas in which there have been open grass 
spaces it has hastened to co-operate with 
its tenants or tenant-purchasers to further 
the good campaign.

The Toll Gates of Dublin 


A few days since (writes a correspon- 
dent) Ichanced to come across an interest- 
ing relic of olden times in the shape of a 
sheet displaying the charges levied on 
various commodities passing through the 
toll-gates of Dublin. The tolls appear to 
have been quite moderate, though, no 
doubt, those paying them may have 
thought them heavy enough. They usually 
‘ranged from the contemptible farthing to 
threepente 

The toll on a ph of potatoes was 4d., 
and on a hogshead of wine 3d. To bring 
a tub of butter through the toll-bar in- 
volved a charge of ld., and if it was a 


crock of 10lb. or upwards the charge was 


2d. 
and a lamb, 


A sheep was admitted for a farthing, 
goat or kid could not be cot 


in for less. The toll for a kish of Kilkenny 


coal was 1d.—the kish,“ it may be ex- 
plained, was a large wicker basket used 
for this and other purposes. 

A car-load of apples or other fruit was 
charged 2d., and a car- load of cheese had 
to pay toll ‘to the amount of 3d. Turn- 
pikes on public highways were often un- 
duly numerous—occurring usually every 
six or seven miles—and were primarily 
intended for the maintenance and repair 
of the roads, but in Ireland they were not 
a commercial success and were abolished 
by Act in 1857. A great part of the 
revenue of the city must have been derived 
from tolls which were levied on all hinds 
of merchandise carried into or from Dublin 
by canai. 

About the mid-forties of the last 
century the tonnage on the Grand Canal 
alone was nearly 500,000 per annum, and 
the tolls on this reached upwards of 
£30,000. But the advent of railwars 
caused this traffic to decline. 


The Rebecca Riots 


The turnpike system was not popular 
on the other side of the Channel, and the 
Rebecca Riots, which broke out in 1843 in 
South Wales, showed the unpopularity of 
the impost. 

They arose from the exasperation of the 
people at the increased spread of toll gates 
on the public roads, and were so called 
from the rioters taking as their motto 
Gen. xxiv., 60, where it is said that the 
millions of Rebekah’s posterity shall 

. Possess the gaze of those which hate 
them.’ 

Bands of men, 500 strong, ranged the 
country at night, demolished the toll bars, 
and committed other outrages. The 
Government employed military force to 
suppress the rioters and appointed a com- 
mission to investigate their grievances. 
Measures of relief were granted, and those 
of the offenders who were caught were 
lightly dealt with,
